Alberta’s history turn with the 
wheels of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway's gleaming new self-pro¬ 
pelled “Dayliner” on its 140-mile 
run between Lethbridge and Oal¬ 
gary, via Fort Maclecxi. The stain¬ 
less steel streamliner actually re¬ 
traces, In part, the historic “Whoop 
Up Trail” over which once travel¬ 
led the legendary bull trains, mule 
trains,^ the infamous whiskey tra¬ 


ders, and later the horse-drawn 
stage coach and Alberta’s early 
settlers. 

The trail, which had its southern 
anchor at Fort Benton. Montana, 
ran 210 miles northward to notor¬ 
ious Fort Whoop-Up, built in 186‘J 
at the junction of the St. Mary 
and the Oldman Rivers. With the 
coming of the Norhwest Mounted 
Police in 1874, the trail was ex¬

Barn Destroyed 
As Fire Strikes 
Farm Second Time 

Nine days after fire had destroy¬ 
ed a granary and 225 baby chicks 
on the farm of Mr. and Mr*. Bert 
Metheral, eight, miles north of Vul¬ 
can, another heavy loss was sus¬ 
tained (jy them when a blaze of 
undetermined origin completely 
destroyed their large hip-roofed 
barn. 

The second fire occurred last 
Sunday afternoon and was beyond 
control by the time help could bo 
summoned to fight the blaze, as 
the phone line was out of order. 
Livestock in the barn at the time 
included about 20 pigs and five 
head of cattle and these were led 
to safety by Mr. Metheral as soon 
as the fire was discovered. Only 
partial insurance^ was carried and 
the loss included feed oats and 
baled hay that was stored in the 
barn. 

' In addition to neighbor* and ■ 
townspeople who gathered to as¬ 
sist, men of three geophysical 
crews in Vulcan — Toben Geo¬ 
physical, Spalding Drilling and 
Frontier Geophysical — aided by 
using their tank trucks to haul 
water. The Civil Defence fire truck 
which has been located at Cham¬ 
pion this past winter was called 
to the fire. It was in charge of 
Harry Smith of Champion and 
Bruce Gonyea of Vulcan and was 
used to extinguish the flames and 
keep them from spreading to other 
buildings, although nothing could 
be done to prevent the barn from 
becoming a total loss.
